The 
report was received and the clauses 
to be acted upon were referred to 
the different committees having 
charge of such matters. 

C. H. Russell, secretary of the Red 
Cross Society, wrote asking for per- 
mission to hold a Tag Day on Octo- 
ber 15th. The request was granted. 

The following accounts were pass- 
ed for payment, 

General, $275.68; Electric light, 
$724.14; Waterworks, $64.32; Supple- 
mentary, $254.26, 

Chief of Police Kingzett submitted 
a report of his department for the 
month of September. The report was 
adopted. 

A bylaw respecting the impounding 
of dogs, was referred to the com- 
mittee to bring in any amendments 
necessary. 

J. E. Fraser, secretary treasurer, 
reported that he had collected ninety 
per cent of the business tax, or $10,- 
940, up to September 30th. 

Ald. Gothard reported on certain 
matters being handled by the property 
committee. 

Mayor: Montgomery .. reported on 
the matter of J. G..Cornell’s purchase 
of the subdivision adjoining his pro- 
perty, also in the matter of payment 
for sustenance of delinquent children. 

Ald. Gothard reported that the 
rooms on Pearce Street west had been 
rented to the Women’s Institute for 
$5.00 a month. 

The matter of sinking the new water 
well to a depth of an additional 50 
feet, or to a depth of 325 feet, in an 
effort to get an increased flow of 
water, was referred to the gas well 
committee with power to act.

FARMER GOV’T. IS 
OPPOSED TO PARTY 
LINES, BROWNLEE 


ATTORNEY GENERAL ADDRESSES 
STETTLER AUDIENCE ON THE 
PRESENT ADMINISTRATION 

Stettler, Oct. 7—A fair-sized aud- 
fence greeted the appearance of Hon. 
J. E. Brownlee, atterney general, on 
Saturday afternoon in the opera house 
when he gave a general outline of the 
work done since the present govern- 
ment assumed control. The bad con- 
dition of the roads and the fact that 
the meeting was held on Saturday af- 
ternoon when it is impossible for the 
business men to attend, probably ac- 
counted for more not being in attend- 
ance. 

In his opening remarks Mr. Brown- 
lee stated the present government 
stood as an administration opposed: to 
party lines. While the people were 
demanding economy, in some cases 
their demands were a little unreason- 


lable, they. are-liablo to. expect great 


economy in little things and overlook 
the larger ones. In taking office in 
1921, the government had been faced 
with one of the greatest problems any 
previous government had to face. 
They had an expenditure of $2,800,000 
over what they could expect to re- 
ceive from revenue. Expenditures had 
increased 100 per cent, and the popu- 
lation had only increased 9 per cent. 
The government regretted having to 
cut down the number of school in- 
spectors, public health nurses and 
close the agricultural schools, but they 
were forced to economize wherever 
they could, and while it was possible 
for them to economize in certain de- 
partments, it was impossible to do so 
in others, 


He explained how they had cut 
down expenditures in the land titles 
offices and in the telephone depart- 
ment, The speaker stated Alberta 
was cursed with provincial railways 
which were operating ut a loss, but 
it was impossible to shut down the 
railroads and deprive the people serv- 
ed by these roads of railroad facili- 
ties. The government is negotiating 
to have them take over the ASHRDL 
with the Dominion government to have 
them take over the A. & G.W., the 
Lacombe Northwestern and the E. D. 
& B.C. roads if possible, and they 
hope to do so. The problem of trans- 
portation was dealt with and the 
speaker explained how the govern- 
ment had worked in conjunction with 
B.C. to fight for the western haul to 
the Pacific coast and the Alberta gov: 
ernment had. paid 50 per cent of the 
cost of getting this through. 


In dealing with the liquor question, 
Mr. Brownlee said he stood for tem- 
perance. The liquor question was the 
greatest problem any government had 
to face, and he believed the only so- 
lution was educating the people. His 
main object is to keep down drunken- 
ness and as time went on, if the pre- 
sent act proved to do this more suc- 
cessfully than the previous one, he 
would be inclined to support the 
present one. 


Regarding legislation pertaining to 
women, the speaker stated that they 
were having the laws regarding hus- 
bands and wives, and parents and chil- 
dren consolidated, and put into pam- 
phlet form, so they would be more 
convenient and more easily under- 
stood. 

In closing, Mr. Brownlee stated the 
present government stands in protest 
against former governments. They 
do not believe in campaign funds or 
party organizers, but believe their ad- 
ministration will prove itself worthy 
of support, 
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ONLY ONE CASE IN 
THE DISTRICT COURT 


The regular sittings of the district 
court were held in the court house 
here last week, with His Honor Judge 
Lees presiding. There was only one 
case on the docket, which establishes 
a record insofar as the Wetaskiwin 
district is concerned. 

The case was Rex vs Godfrey Bjur, 
and was an appeal against a J.P. 
conviction. The conviction was 
quashed, and appeal allowed in both 
courts, with costs. 


OCTOBER WHEAT 
65 CENTS HIGHER 
THAN A YEAR AGO 
TWO DOLLAR WHEAT PREDICTED 


ON CALGARY EXCHANGE, 
IN SHORT TIME 


Two dollar wheat within a short 
time was being predicted on the floor 
of the Calgary Grain Exchange on 
Monday, after the close of the wild 
and bullish market, when prices went 
skyrocketing, were forced dow nagain 
and then closed about two cents high- 
er. At one time Monday on the Win- 
nipeg pit prices were seven cents up 
on the previous day, the high peak 
for the season’s business, the rise be- 
ing one of the most sensational ex- 
periences since the hectic war days. 

There was much speculation here 
as to what had caused the rise. Ble- 
vator prices as quoted from the Cal- 
gary Grain Exchange to elevator 
points throughout the province went 
up three cents compared with Satur- 
day, closing at $1.40. October fu- 
tures, after careening madly at 
$1.69, closed $1.63%, which was 1% 
higher than the previous day’s close. 

The orthodox explanation of the 
rise, of course, {s the prevalence of 
wet weather through Manitoba, Sas- 
katahewan and Alberta, which has 
delayed harvesting operations. An- 
other factor to which yesterday's ad- 
vance. was attributable. was» “higher 
Liverpool cables, as the old country 
market generally has a salient effect 
on Canadian wheat prices.—Albertan. 


GOOD WORK DONE 
ON C. &E. TRAIL 


The work on the C. & BE. trail be- 
tween Wetaskiwin and Millet, carried 
out this season by the provincial gov- 
ernment is about completed. The 
firm of Speers, Hempfield & Woods, 
had the contract for filling and grad- 
ing, and they engaged Mr. V. BE. 
Thompson, well known road man, as 
foreman, and gave him full charge 
of the work. Travellers report it as 
being the best piece of government 
road work in the province this sea- 
son, Another firm has the contract 
for surfacing the road with clay and 
gravel and are now busily engaged 
in this work. 


SCHOOL SITUATION 
IS NOT SERIOUS 


Edmonton, Oct. 3.—Reports on the 
survey of Southern Alberta’s school 
districts, made recently by the school 
inspectors, have now been received 
by Hon. Perren Eaker, minister of 
education. They indicate that the 
situation in the drouth stricken area 
lg not‘more serious than at first sup- 
posed, and that {t will still be possi 
ble to carry on the regular school 
work on a fairly satisfactory basis. 

Loans will be made by the govern- 
ment to a number of the districts, 
the funds for this purpose coming 
from the appropriation voted by the 
legislature for educational work. The 
loans will be in the neighborhood of 
$200 each and wili be used for the 
maintenance of public school services 
in communities that otherwise would 
not be able, becsuse of the poor crop 
coditions, to carry on this fall and 
winter, 

Mr. Baker gays that the aim ot his 
department has been to have every 
school in the province operating this 
year for at least six months, and that 
goal is in a fair way to being ap- 
proximately realized. In some cases 
two or more schools have united to 
keep expenses down, and with the 
assistance of the government loans 
it is thought the great majority of 
the districts will be able at least to 
have school until Christmas. The 
section of the province chiefly af- 
fected is the southeast, where’ the 
drought conditions were the worst.

Alberta Grain’ Standing Up 
Well After. Rain Early 
in the Week 


Winnipeg, Oct. -7.—Further  inter- 
Tuptions to threshing occurred in all 
three prairie provinces last week due 
to heavy rains, according to tho 
crop report of the agricultural depart: 
ment of the Canadian Pacific railway, 
issued Monday: | In some parts of 
central Saskatchewan considerable 
snowfall was ‘experienced. Several 
days of good dry. ‘weather will be 
necessary before’ work generally can 
be resumed. Continuance of excess- 
ively wet weather’ will mean heavy 
deterioration. in grades. 

Delays have been experienced in 
harvesting and-threshing and will ad- 
versely affect the amount of fall plow- 
ing unless freeze-up holds off unusual: 
ly long. Some-frost-is reported from 
numerous parts,’ but: additional dam- 
age to grain does-not seem to be ex- 
tensive nor serious, : The cattle run 
for the past::week has been fairly 
heavy, with: good many common and 
medium grade cattle coming in, with 
the result that prices in those grades 
are somewhat lower. astern and 
southern markets are exporting a 
heavy run of cattle, with decline in 
prices. ties 

Manitoba—Most. districts continue 
to report satisfactory wheat yields 
and excessive rainfall does not seem 
to have caused an extensive toughen- 
ing of the grain as might be expect: 
ed. Coarse grains as a whole are 
good crops. In: more northerly sec- 
tions of the province there will be 
quite a percentage ‘of wheat that will 
grade low on account of frost dam- 
age, and much of the oats in this ter- 
ritory were also-badly frozen. Fall 
rye seeding is proceeding with pros- 


pects of acreage ‘ak, at -eaual to last.

Alberta—Grain which is.all in stook: 


in Alberta is standing up fairly well 
and ‘under fayorable weather condi- 
tions and unless present weather is 
prolonged serious damage is not look- 
ed for. There are indications that 
large numbers of farmers are con- 
templating feeding steers this winter. 
This applies principally to the central 
part of the province where a large 
amount of green feed is available. 
The second crop of alfalfa is being 
cut in the south and is yielding well. 

Saskatchewan—In Saskatchewan, al- 
though grain in stook has received a 
good soaking there does not appear to 
have been a great amount of tough- 
ening and no sprouting yet. Depre- 
ciation in grades as a result of frost 
is now being revealed and is showing 
up in patches, damage being particu- 
larly confined to eastern parts of the 
province. 

A Yorkton correspondent says that 
in almost every field of wheat he 
finds some No. 1 and in another part 
of the same field he finds grain bad- 
ly frozen. Stock in this province is 
in good shape, with a noticeable im- 
provement in the quality of hogs and 
considerable increase in numbers 
kept. Poultry raising is also on the 
increase and good demand for live 
poultry. 

On the Edmonton, Dunvegan and 
British Columbia railway harvesting, 
except in the Clairmont district, is 
completed but it will require several 
days of drying weather to put stooks 
in shape for threshing.

Winnipeg, Oct. 8.—‘Provided cer- 
tain details are satisfactorily carried 
out, I shall be on my way to Russia 
within two weeks’ time with the first 
consignment of the horses which have 
been purchased in western Canada by 
the Soviet government” said Edward 
Kealey, of Kealey Springs, Sask.

Kealey, who is one of the best known 
riders and ropers in western Canada, 
passed through the city last night on 
his way west, after having taken four 
carloads of horses to Montreal for 
shipment to Great Britain. 

Mr. Kealey stated that Albert Cham- 
pagne, of Battleford, had a contract 
which expired during the first week in 
October, to ship 1,000 horses from wes- 
tern Canada to Russia. Whether this 
particular contract would be renew- 
ed or new arrangements would be 
made for the shipment of that. num- 
ber of horses, Mr. Kealey was unable 
to say. He was confident, however, 
that horses would be shipped, in 
which case he would be taking them 
through in about two weeks’ time. 
The horses will be shipped to Odessa. 
Mr. Kealey said he had good reason 
for belieying that the Russian gov- 
ernment intended to buy more horses 
in western Canada if satisfactory

TOUGH GRAIN CAUSE 
OF HEAVY LOSSES 
TO THE FARMERS 


ELEVATORS ISSUE WARNING TO 
ALLOW CROP TO DRY OUT 
BEFORE THRESHING 


Grain firms throughout the west 
at the present time are unanimous 
in their warnings to farmers of the 
dangers of marketing tough grain. It 
is stated by a prominent firm in Ed- 
monton that practically all the grain 
which is being bought by their eleva- 
tors at present is being graded as 
“tough.” 

A certain amount of this trouble is 
due to the fact that the grain was har- 
vested on the green side and at the 
time contained a high percentage of 
second growth heads, the immature 
kernels of which have invariably low- 
ered the grade of the threshed grain. 
A more serious cause, however, of the 
large amount of tough grain being 
marketed at the present time is tho 
fact that farmers ere not:allowing: the 
grain in the field sufficient time to 
dry after the rain before putting it 
through the threshing machine. 

The result of this situation is that 
a great deal of the grain which is 
hauled directly from the machine to 
the car is so damp that it heats in 
the car and by the time it reaches 
the elevator {s absolutely unsaleable. 
Farmers who ship their grain on con- 
signment in this condition, it is point- 
ed out, not only lose on the inferior- 
ity of the grade at the time of loading 
but are quite likely to lose their grain 
aliogether. A number of carloads 
which were loaded in this damp con- 
dition. it is stated, have had to be 
dug out of ahe car on reaching their 
destination, a total loss to the ship- 
per, 

In order as far as possible to fore- 
stall losses of this kind, at least one 
large firm in the province has issued 
instructions to its country elevators 
not to buy grain which grades tough. 
In view of the condition of a great 
deal of the grain in the country at 
present, following the rains of the 
last week, the fact is emphasized that 
farmers would be much farther ahead 
to delay their threshing operations 
until the grain in the fields has be- 
come thoroughly dry. In spite of the 
general cargerness to take advantage 
of the present favorable market, it 
is pointed out that only the farmer 
who markets grain which is free from 
any suspicion of toughness ig in a 
position to secure the best returns 
from his crop by selling it on a 
straight grade basis.—Journal. 


SATISFACTORY PRICES

of sevent;-five miles of the city live 
fourteen million people, nearly twice 
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and a half miles interfor from any 
large body of water, That feat has 
been accomplished by the building of 
a ship canal 28 feet deep and about 
200 feet wide, which connects Man- 
chester with the sea. By this means 
the largest ocean freighters are en- 
abled to sail inland a distance of 3514 
miles and discharge their cargoes at 
docks in the city which at one time 
were served by railways only. Miles 
of docks, grain elevators, warehouses, 
with a wonderful equipment of elec- 
tric cranes and other paraphernalia 
necessary for unloading and trans- 
porting the ships’ burdens have been 
developed by the Manchester Ship 
Canal Co, at an investment of £17,- 
690,000, or about $80,000,000, And 
the result is that Manchester is now 
the fourth port in the United King- 
dom in the annual value of its imports 
and exports. 


A trip up and down the canal was 

revelation to us, Although no 
rine are built at Manchester, there 
are several dry-docks where great 
liners are repaired, among them be- 
ing a floating dry-dock. Of all the 
giant cranes we saw along the docks, 
hone was more interesting than the 
huge floating crane which can pick 
up a 60-ton load and place it in the 
hold of a vessel or on any part of 
the wharf desired. In another place 
we saw an aqueduct, where one canal 
crosses above another through a 
steel swing bridge, which swerves on 
a central pivot, the canal water in 
the box of the bridge swinging around 
with it.

Remains of the bake houses, 
the brewing vats and the guesten 
houses still: remain, The abbey itself 
is about 120 yards long. In 1203 
when King John began to oppress the 
smaller monastries the monks came 
here for shelter and were taken in 
and protected. Fountains Hall, a pic-| 
turesque structure of the Jacobean 
type, was built from material —ob- 
tained from the ruins of the abbot's | 
house. Fountain's abbey was describ- 
ed to us so vividly and realistically 
that, standing among the ruins we} 
could almost recreate it as it was in 
those days so long ago, when solemn 
monks trod the old cloisters, or walk- 
ed up and down the aisles of the old 
abbey and worshipped in the dim 
light at its shrines. We think of the 
words of Milton: 

“But let my dire feet never fail 

To walk the studisus cloister’s pale 
And love the high embowered roof 
With antique pillars, mossy-proof 
And storied windows richly dight, 
Casting a dim relisicus light.” 


Rippon 


We then drove to Rippon, where 
we had tea with the Mayor and Mayor: 
ess, who afterwards took us to the 
town hall and gave us a most inter- 
esting talk on the history of Rippon. 
We were shown the original charter 
on parchment, written with a quill 
ind given to the town by Alfred the 
Great. Cloth was made here before 
it was manufactured in Leeds and 
Manchester, There is a very old cus- 
tom in Rippon—that of blowing the 
horn, In early days, as early as 1230, 
or perhaps earlier, the original wake- 
man or watchman, whose duty it was 
to blow a long blast on a horn slung 
over his shoulder every evening at 
aight o’clock.. He then walked the 
streets carrying his queer old lan- 
tern and blowing his horn every hour 
aud calling out the hours, for example. 
“Two o'clock and all's well!; three 
o'clock and a wet morning,” etc. The 
old custom of blowing the horn is still 
kept up. The official horn blower, 
in his tricorn hat, with his decorated 
horn slung over hi: shoulder, gave 
us a demonstration of the way the 
horn is blown. A curious law was 
that if any person's house was broken 
into or his property damaged during 
the night hours, the wakeman would 
be held responsible for the loss in- 
curred, he being charged with setting 
a watch over the town. The official 
residence of the town’s wakeman still 
stands, dating from 1230, though of 
course, some restoration work has 
had to be done. The original door, 
however, still remains in place. 
Above the entrance to the town hall 
is gilt letters which stretch across 
the gable, one reads this: “Except ye 
Lord keep ye cittie ye wakeman wak- 
eth in vain.”

THE FATHER OF 
PHOTOGRAPHY 


“With due piety the Royal Photo- 
graphic Society erected a tablet to 
the memory of Honry Fox Talbot, ‘the 
ifather of modern photography',” says 
{the Telegraph. 

“It is to be feared that the modern 
photographer, whose name is legion, 
spares but little attention for the his- 
tory of his processes, but those who 
have found the taking of photographs 
made so easy that tolerable pictures 
of almost any subject can be produced 
with little trouble may _ profitably 
spend a moment on the difficulties 
which Fox Talbot found and his elab- 
orate methods. For-centuries it has 
been known that salts of silver will 
blacken on exposure to light, and al- 


been a plaything. 
“About the beginning of last cen- 


pendently attempting to bring these 
two discoveries into fruitful associa- 
tion. In 1885 Fox Talbot made simple 
box cameras for taking views of his 
house on sensitized paper. He was a 
Cambridge mathematician of some dis- 
tinction, who became interested in op- 
tics, and published monographs on 
them almost as soon as he left univer- 
sity. He must have had a mind of 
singular energy and versatility, for, 
while he was engaged in his photo- 
graphic investigations, he was also 
studying the antiquity of the Book 
of Genesis, and later he became one 
of the three original decipherers of 
the cuneiform inscriptions of Nineveh, 

“Just before the once famous pro- 
cess of Daguerre was published, in 
1839, Talbot described his own suc- 
cess to the Royal Society. It is fair 
to say that the daguerreotype wheth- | 
er to Daguerre or Niepce belongs the! 
credit of its invention, was the first 
photograph which had any practical | 
value. But in 1841 Fox Talbot pat- 
cee his calotype process. He se- 

cted paper, he brushed it over with 
a peat ta of silver nitrate, he dried 
it at the fire, he dipped it into a solu- | 
tion of potassium iodide, he brushed | 
‘eallo-nitrate of silver’ over it, and} 
then he exposed it in the camera. 
Sometimes it developed itself in the; 
dark, sometimes more ‘gallo-nitrate’ 
was necessary, Then the paper was 
made transparent by the application 
of wax, and Fox Talbot had what he, 
first of men, called a negative. 

“Let the modern photographer, 
with his rolls of film and his tanks 
and his prepared solutions, reflect 
on the tasks which the ‘father of mo- 
dern photography’ set himself. It 
seems a far cry from his laborious pic- 
tures of fern leaves and houses to the 
photographs of moving bullets and 
bubbles and of mountains a hundred 
miles away in the Photographic Soc- 
icty’s new exhibition. But Fox Tal- 
bot’s calotypes are not yet a century 
old. Who can guess what photography 
will be doing a century hence?”

In spite of the fact that cream re-

ed to the fact that the late pasture -

cream, However, the fact that stub- 
ble fields will be available for pas- 
ture on most farms is expected to 
keep the supply from dropping. off 
too sharply for some little time. 

Although no change in price is an- 
nounced as yet by any of the firms 
| hondling cream in Edmonton, it is

ie upward one, and that this will 
come into effect as soon as any great 
‘decrease in the supply of cream is 
noticed. Creamery operators express 
themselves as being well satisfied with 
the state of the butter market at the 
‘present time, the export demand for 
Alberta butter being especially ac- 
| ve.

Farm Fire Losses 


Are Too High 


One can hardly pick up a paper 

these days without reading an ac- 
count of some farmer losing his 
house and buildings by fire, usually 
coupled with the loss of valuable live- 
stock, and, altogether too often, with 
the loss of life. 
‘ According to the statement of a 
prominent official of one of the insur- 
ance companies rac hing a-speciultv of 
farm risk, these losses ‘have .been 
showing a steady increase since 1920 
and are altogether out of proportion 
with city and commercial fire risk. 
Many reasons are given for this con- 
dition, the chief one being the finan- 
cial condition which has existed for 
some time, through which we are be- 
ginning to see light and which has in- 
duced a general laxity and careless- 
ness which has cost the country many 
miiilions of do)!ars in losses The gen: 
eral use of cigarettes, the increased 
use of gasoline and gasoline appli- 
ances, the storing of uncured feed in 
lofts of large barns have all contri- 
buted their share of loss, and these 
exceptional losses will react against 
the farmers in increased rates for fire 
protection. A great many companies 
have refused to carry any more farm 
lusiness, most of those that are stul 
doing this class of business have rais- 
ed their rates, and still a further in- 
crease will be necessary. 3 

To check this enormous waste of 
life and property, we would urge our 
rsaders to begin now and exercise the 
greatest care in all matters where 
there is any possibility of fire. See 
that there is no smoking around the 
barns, have coal-oil and gasoline han- 
dled carefully outside always and in 
dazvlight only, having a safe place te 
hang your lantern in the barn; clean 
away all straw and inflammable ma- 
terial from your gasoline engine. In 
your house protect all woodwork with 
metal where it is exposed to the least 
heat of the stove or stove-pipes, clean 
pipes and chimney frequently, and if 
you are using a metal chimney, build 
a brick one, close the drafts in the 
stove when going out of the house, 
even for a short while, and be care- 
ful to leave matches and lighted lamps 
out of the reach of small children. 

The exercise of reasonable care in 
following the ordinary rules of fire 
protection may save you from a-ser- 
fous loss of property and _ perhaps 
from the loss of someone very dear 
to you,

CANADA TAKES PLACE 

AS LARGEST COUNTRY 
OF WHEAT EXPORTERS 
HOW FACILITIES FOR HANDLING 


AND SHIPPING GRAIN HAVE 
MULTIPLIED 


In 1876 Manitoba - made its first 
shipment of wheat to the east; 857 
bushels of Red Fife, It was all that 
could be spared and it was needed in 
Ontario for seed! 

In 1923 Canada confirmed its posi- 
tion as the greatest wheat exporting 
country in the world, sending nearly 
800,000,000 bushels to over twenty 
countries. That is an amazing ad- 
vance over the five year period prior 
to the war, when the average export 
was 80,000,000 bushels annually. The 
wheat for export is all, or practically 
all, western wheat, for the world 
knows and wants Canada’s No. 1 hard, 
to mix with its softer wheat for flour 
making purposes. 

Flour is another story. It is enough 
to say at the moment, that Canada is 
assuming the leading role on this con- 
tinent as an exporter of that commo- 
dity also. One hundred countries 
bought Canadian flour in 1923, 

No other country has the area and 
the conditions of soil and climate to 
give such an opportunity for expan- 
sion in wheat-growing as are possess- 
ed by this. One western authority 
has made the statement that “the 
present generation will never see the 
year when our wheat export will fall 
below that of any other country in 
the world.” His view is that with 
very little extra effort this country 
could raise enough wheat to permit 
the export of 400,000,000 bushels. 
This was expressed before the crop 
conditions had’ reduced the estimated 
western harvest to a considerably 
lower figure than the actual harvest 
of last year, 

A United States grain paper not 
long ago, estimated the western 
Canadian 1924 wheat crop at 331,000, 
000 bushels and figured that 288,000,- 
000 would be available for export. 
That would not be far short of last 
year's exportable quantity and would 
be far ahead of the 150,000,000 bush- 
els estimated as available for export 
by the United States, which country 
is consuming a very rapidly increas- 
ing amount of its own food products. 
The Canadian government estimate 
of under 300,000,000 bushels made in 
early August will probably be found 
to be too low. The world demand 
for wheat importations for the year 
is calculated at 762,000,000 bushels; 
if Canada can supply approximately 
200,000,000 bushels of that she will be 
doing better than any other country. 

Monuments mark the battlefields of 
the ages, and are raised in honor of 
soldiers, statesmen and kings who 
have played their part in the making 
of nations. The paths of those who 
conquered by the sword are blazoned 
on the pages of history. Some day 
the epic of wheat will be written in 
words that will thrill the heart of the 
world. In its pages the story of west- 
ern Canadian wheat will have no small 
place. It has a record of heroic ac- 
hievement that might belong to some 
great soldier battling in a noble cause. 

As late as 1904 the wheat crop in 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan was on- 
ly 56,000,000 bushels, the amount ac- 
tually exported by Canada was a lit- 
tle over 16,000,000 bushels, and the 
raising of cereals in Alberta. was but 
beginning. Today Canada’s wheat 
crop is a matter of concern to many 
countries, above all to Britain, where 
it really fixes the price of bread. 

When the western farmer hauls his 
wheat to the elevator she may, per- 
haps, indulge in imaginative journey- 
ings to its ultimate destination. Some- 
times he would have to go very far. 
True, Britain still remains by long 
odds the best customer for Canadian 
wheat, but official records show that 
the following othe: countries are 
taking wheat from Canada this year: 

United States, Azores and Maderia, 
Belgium, British South Africa, China, 
Denmark, France, Germany, Grecce, 
Irish Free State, Italy, Japan, Nether- 
lands, Norway, Sweden and Switzer- 
land. 

A numbor of other countries have 
taken Canadian wheat ait various 
times and will no doubt do so often 
enough in the years to come 

Because the earliest histories of 
mankind contain records regarding 
wheat and its cultivation to serve the 
needs of man, Canadians are occas- 
fonally apt to regard it as a grain na- 
tive to this country and flourishing 
here long before the white races came. 
Yet it is a matter of authentic record 
that the earliest attempt to cultivate 
wheat in western Canada was assoc- 
fated with the Selkirk settlement at 
the junction of the Red and Assini- 
boine rivers, Butler in his “Issays 
on Wheat,” tells how in 1812 the ad- 
vanced parties of the settlement sow- 
ed wheat seed from their native Scot- 
land in the hope of reaping a harvest 
that would help them in the following 
year, 

They were doomed to disappoint- 
ment then and for a number of years 
afterwards. Indeed the history of the 
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settlement which, as the project of 
Lord Selkirk was regarded by the 
North-West company as an attempt 
of the Hudson's Bay company to ruin 
their fur trade, was for years one of 
almost incredible disaster and hard- 
ship. Crops were destroyed by fire 
in battle with man, as well as by 
plagues of grasshoppers, floods and 
other weather conditions, and epi- 
demics of disease attacked the set- 
tlers until it seemed that human cour- 
age, endurance and faith must give 
way before black despair. 


If “dogged does it” then the best 
elements of the Selkirk settlers were 
dogged to a super degree. When the 
crops were killed by natural visita- 
tions or destroyed by their enemies 
they managed to kill enough buffalo 
to carry them through the winter 
months, In 1820 their supply of seed 
wheat was completely exhausted and 
for the first time they obtained seed 
from the United States, some 250 bus- 
hels being obtained from Wisconsin. 
That seems to have marked the pass- 
ing of wheat of British origin in the 
Canadian west. From 1824 onward 
with the exception of the year 1868, 
when a great plague of grasshoppers 
again took toll, the story of the Red 
River settlement and of wheat-grow- 
ing in western Canada was one of 
progress. 

Since the days when the Selkirk 
settlers turned up the prairie with a 
hoe, cut their wheat with a sickle, and 
threshed it with a hoe, and ground it 
{nto flour with a hand stone known as 
a quern, the west has come into its 
own. There have been periods when 
advancement was slow and discour- 
agements many, but today the fame of 
Canadian No. 1 hard is secure in the 
wheat markets of the wide world, and 
the demand for it increases with the 
passing years. 

Up to a few years ago western 
wheat for export practically all travel- 
ed by rail and water, and first to 
the east. Converging at Winnipeg it 
jammed the famous funnel to the 
water front of Lake Superior, at Fort 
William and Port Arthur, thence find- 
ing its way to Montreal, St. John, 
Halifax, Buffalo, Portland, Boston and 
New York. Improvement in railway 
and water traffic facillities have help- 
ed to solve the problem of handling 
the increasingly large crops with 
smoothness and despatch. But the 
greatest advance to this end has re- 
sulted from the experiments made in 
1917 of shipping bulk wheat through 
the Panama canal, opening a new 
route to old world countries. The 
demonstration of the fact that such 
shipments could be made without the 
danger of heating, has put Vancouver 
among the great grain shipping ports 
of the continent, There will always 
be enough grain for carriage by both 
eastern and western routes, to keep 
them busy in the handling of it. 

It is still true that the larger 
amount of Canadian wheat for export 
finds its way into United States ports, 
thence to be shipped to its purchasers 
abroad. This is a state of affairs that 
can be remedied in a period of time 
which will be considerably shortened 
by the developments which make Van- 
couver a factor, especially In handling 
the Alberta crop for export. This de- 
velopment has already lead to the 
erection of transfer and terminal ele- 
vators in the west similar to those at 
the Canadian Atlantic sea ports and 
ihe head of the lakes. The result is 
to greatly facilitate the handling of 
the western crop, and at least a par- 
tial relief of the congestion which is 
inseparable from the crowding of 
grain on its way to the water front 
at Lake Superior, In the last twenty
